Crime down 
in Haverhill 


Police figures show an overall drop, 
but sex offences and burglaries are up 


OVERALL crime is dropping 
across Haverhill, but burglaries, 
sexual offences and drug crimes 
have risen. 

In a police report presented to 
town councillors on Tuesday, 
Sergeant Gary Miller said the 
reported number of crimes are at 
a low compared to a three-year 
average. 

A total of 973 crimes across 
Haverhill, Kedington, Clare and 
the surrounding villages have 
been reported to the police since 
April 1 this year, compared to the 
average of 1,049. 

These crimes include assault, 
criminal damage, arson, and 
anti-social behaviour. 

Burglaries, thefts, robberies 
and shoplifting have increased 
from 470 to 496, drug offences 
have gone up to 53 from the pre¬ 
vious figure of 36 and sexual 
crimes have risen to 24 from the 
average of 20. 

Inspector Peter Ferrie said: “At 
the moment in Haverhill we have 
several drug dealing businesses 
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that are operating in the town 
and this has caused tensions 
within the drug fraternity. 

“We have seen an increase in 
street robbery and burglary, that 
have been driven by either com¬ 
petition between drug gangs or 
the need to get quick cash to 
allow drug addicts to score.” 

With support from specialist 
resources from Norfolk, officers 
have made moves to target a 
number of prolific drug dealers. 

Large quantities of drugs and 
money have been seized, and 
stolen property has also been 
returned. 

Haverhill has recently fallen 
victim to a spate of night-time 
burglaries. 

An arrest was made on August 
27, and Alexander Hockett, of 
Elmond Place, Haverhill, has 
been remanded in custody pend¬ 
ing an appearance at Ipswich 
Crown Court on September 10. 


The 32-year-old has been 
charged with a burglary in 
Beaumont Vale between August 
20 and August 23, when a hand¬ 
bag, two wallets containing bank 
cards and £180 in cash were 
taken. 

Speaking at Tuesday’s meeting, 
Sgt Miller said: “There have been 
an increased number of officers 
conducting foot and vehicle 
patrols in hot spots, and officers 
from CID have been conducting 
plain clothed patrols. 

“Intelligence has also been 
increased around people who 
may have done this sort of crime.”

First look at town’s 
new youth centre 


WORK is about to begin to bring an 
innovative youth hub scheme to frui¬ 
tion in Haverhill. 

During the town’s community budget 
input, it was discovered that residents 
were concerned about the future of the 
young people in the area - and wanted a 
place for them to be able to develop their 
skills. 

The budget, championed by ONE 
Haverhill, was revealed in June this year 
and detailed that a one-stop shop for 
youth services would be coming to the 
town. 

Haverhill’s town council took on the 
challenge of finding a potential site for 
the service, and work is now due to begin 
on the old magistrates court and police 
station, in Camps Road. 

Town clerk Will Austin said that the 
youth services could start running in the 
centre as early as next month. 

He said: “We are already looking at 
how to get the refurbishment done very 
quickly, and we still think we can have 
the youth part up and running by 
October or November.” 

It is now ONE Haverhill’s responsibility 
to engage with the young people in the 
town to decide how the building is going

to be used, and what sort of services are 
going to be housed there. 

Though the town council have com¬ 
mitted to the running of the venue, giv¬ 
ing £230,000 to the project in the first 
year and £80,000 per year after, a youth 
co-ordinator has been appointed to 
oversee the progress of the project as it 
unfolds. 

Karen Chappie will be responsible for 
creating more opportunities for 
Haverhill’s young people, including

apprenticeships, training programmes 
and regular guidance events. 

The new youth co-ordinator will pre¬ 
sent a plan for youth services, particu¬ 
larly those aimed at children 11 and 
older, to the ONE Haverhill board soon. 

She said: “Haverhill is a lovely place to 
live and bring up children and it really is 
an amazing opportunity for me, some¬ 
one who grew up in the town, to support 
the young people here. 

“I have found through working with 
youngsters that the right support at the 
right time can make a huge difference in 
their lives. It literally can be life chang¬ 
ing.” 

A main part of the youth initiative will 
be showing that the young people in 
Haverhill have got the support around 
them they need to improve their skills 
and options. 

Town mayor Cllr Roger Andre can’t 
wait for the work to get under way. 

He said: “I am not easily excited, but I 
am extremely excited about this because 
we have been working for three years to 
get something for youth services in 
Haverhill. 

“Hopefully by November we will see 
something we intended to do years ago.”

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Time for a new look 

Councillors would like to get a clock for the 
town centre... what sort would you like? 
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SOON there will be no excuse for 
arriving late to work, asking peo¬ 
ple for the time or losing yourself 
in the shops. 

Haverhill Town Council is 
working to install a town clock, 
and want the community’s help 
in deciding what the new time¬ 
piece should look like. 

Town clerk Will Austin is urging 
everyone to get in touch with 
their suggestions, and make 
their own stamp on the town’s 
new addition. 

He said: “Originally, we just 
wanted something to allow peo¬ 
ple to tell the time when they are 
waiting for the buses - but then 
we thought perhaps we could 
have something different. 

“Some may want to see a new 
clock become a town feature and 
others may want something that 
simply tells the time.” 

The town’s old clock, in Jubilee 
Walk, was removed for refurbish¬ 
ment and never replaced. 

The bus station was due to get a 
new clock, which would be linked 
to real time passenger informa¬ 
tion for travellers. 

After a delay was reported in 
this project too, the town council 
pledged to help get a clock 
installed either into the bus sta¬ 
tion, or the surrounding area. 

Mr Austin said: “The indica¬ 
tions were that any clock would 
have to wait until the installation 
of real time passenger informa¬ 
tion, which wouldn’t be before 
2015. 

“I was disappointed to hear that 
it would take two years to get a 
clock into the bus station area -

and now we’re looking for your 
views.” 

If a decision is made that the 
new clock will become a town 
feature as opposed to a basic 
time-tracker, there is no telling 
what form it could take. 

Newmarket boasts a clock 
tower on the High Street, built in 
honour of Queen Victoria’s 
Golden Jubilee in 1887, while the 
chimes ring out in Bury St 
Edmunds market square from 
Moyse’s Hall Museum. 

Ely has the best of both worlds, 
with a simple and classic black 
and white clock hanging above 
the market place, and a grand 
black and gold feature on the 
city’s cathedral which chimes 
every hour. 



The Corpus Clock, which looks 
out onto Kings Parade in 
Cambridge, was opened in 2008 
by Stephen Hawking. 

Gold-plated, adorned with LED 
lights and with an insect sculp¬ 
ture perched on top, the clock 
has been controversial from the 
off - but a talking point nonethe¬ 
less. 

Mr Austin said: “Should we be 
going basic, or spending a bit 
more public money on some¬ 
thing to become a feature for the 
town? 

“If you think the latter, what 
sort of clock would be appropri¬ 
ate for Haverhill?”

Hunt goes on for

CONCERNS are growing 
for a Bury St Edmunds 
man who has not been 
seen since last 
Thursday.

Fight begins for 
Corn Exchange 


ONE of Haverhill's most 
enchanting buildings could be 
rescued from ruin as plans 
emerge to buy out the Corn 
Exchange. 

The building, on Withersfield 
Road, is currently on the market 
for around £200,000. 

After years of it being left to 
crumble, UKIP councillor Tony 
Brown has stepped in to try and 
transform the building into 
something good. 

The county councillor, who 
represents Haverhill East and 
Kedington, has said that the 
town should not be robbed of 
another beautiful building that 
could bring so much to the area. 

He said: “It’s a grade two listed 
building, and it’s currently in a 
state of disrepair. 

“We haven’t got much left in the 
town to save, and it’s a much 
admired building.” 

The first step will be contacting 
the private landlord, and secur¬ 
ing the money to take the build¬ 
ing over. 

Then refurbishment can start. 

Cllr Brown attended Haverhill 
Town Council’s full council 
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meeting on Tuesday to ask for 
support in his bid. 

He hopes that the building 
could be transformed into a her¬ 
itage centre to preserve the 
town’s history. 

The councillor said: “Most 
towns of 10,000 people or more 
have their own heritage centre, 
but we haven’t got a town muse¬ 
um or anything like that. 

“It would be a nice place to hold 
the town’s history.” 

Town councillors expressed 
their support for the scheme - 
but said that their attempt to 
take over the Corn Exchange in 
previous years had failed due to 
the cost involved. 

Since then, the building has 
fallen in price, but it is thought 
that the refurbishment costs - 
which were up to half a million 
pounds a few years ago - could 
still be the same. 

Deputy town mayor Cllr 
Maureen Byrne said: “I think we 
should put issues to the conser¬ 
vation officer to bring back this 
building so that the public can 


use it. 

“I think Cllr Brown should go 
ahead as far as he possibly can 
and keep us up to date on any 
progress.” 

Cllr Clive Turner said: “If it 
brings more jobs and more good 
things to Haverhill, then good 
for it.” 

It is hoped that the public will 
want to get behind the scheme 
too, and assist in bringing the 
building up to scratch when it 
hopefully falls into the town’s 
possession again. 

Cllr Brown is going to discuss 
his proposal with the ONE 
Haverhill board in a meeting 
later this month, and is urging 
residents to get involved in 
bringing this building back to 
life.

A HAVERHILL man is facing one of his 
fears in the name of fundraising. 

Stuart Ketteridge, 29, is taking on a 
13,000 ft skydive - despite not being a 
fan of heights - and hopes to raise £5,000 
for the Stroke Association too. 

The 29-year-old, of Templars Court, 
Haverhill, is being joined for the drop by 
brothers Rob and Jay, dad Alan and sis¬ 
ter-in-law Vania who are all taking the 
plunge in honour of grandmother Cissie 
Davis. 

She died of a stroke in 2010, just days 
before turning 81. 

Stuart said: “She is much missed by us 
all. 

“It would be incredible to think that 
our fundraising could help other fami¬ 
lies living with the devastating effects of 
stroke, so we’re hoping as many people 
as possible support us.” 

All three brothers have each taken on a 
challenge in honour of turning 30 and 
brother Rob, 34, suggested a skydive. 

Stuart agreed, but with his one condi- 
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tion. He said: “Originally I wasn’t keen 
but then I decided ‘why not?’. But I’d only 
do it if we raise money for the Stroke 
Assossiation in memory of our Nan. 

“It’s a strange feeling, I find myself 
looking at the clouds wondering, ‘am I 
really going to drop from there?”’ 

Stuart, Rob and Jay, 37, were always 
going to take to the skies as a trio - but 
dad Alan, 61, and sister-in-law Vania, 29, 
wanted to help out the cause too. 

The team have raised almost 30 per 
cent of their target amount, and cur¬ 
rently have £1,400. 

Stuart and his family will drop 13,000 ft 
on Sunday, September 7. 

The 29-year-old said: “The closer we 
get to the date the more I’m looking for¬ 
ward to it. 

“To be honest I started quite petrified, 
but excited about it now.” 

George Burroughs, regional fundrais¬ 


ing manager at the Stroke Association, 
said that the work of Stuart and his fam¬ 
ily enables the charity to work towards 
improving care for stroke sufferers. 

He said: “Sadly Stuart’s family is not 
alone. Over 11,000 people have a stroke 
in the East of England each year. 

“Through the support of our incredible 
fundraisers like Stuart, his family and 
friends, the Stroke Association can con¬ 
tinue to provide support to stroke survi¬ 
vors and their families, as well as fund¬ 
ing research and campaigning for better 
stroke services and care.”

Jeff’s stunning pictures have 
appeared in magazines and 
National Trust literature and his 
website continues to attract many 
hits from naturalists and photog¬ 
raphers who appreciate his dedi¬ 
cation to capture so well the beau¬ 
ty of nature.

Man, 23, 
jailed for 
late-night 
robbery 


A MAN has been jailed for 
three years and nine months 
after an attack on two men. 

Daniel Dale, 23, of Gannet 
Close, Haverhill, joined three 
others in a robbery which 
took place in Bury St 
Edmunds last year. 

His two victims were walk¬ 
ing home along Oaks Road in 
Bury St Edmunds on August 
15, 2012, shortly before 

2.30am. 

They heard footsteps run¬ 
ning behind them and were 
grabbed. 

Richard Kelly, prosecuting, 
told how one of the men was 
ordered to hand over his wal¬ 
let.

A bottle was smashed over 
one of the victim’s head, cut¬ 
ting him, and the other was 
repeatedly punched and 


kicked, causing bruises and 
swelling to his face. 

The robbers escaped with a 
rucksack, which had cloth¬ 
ing, tobacco and a silver 
watch containing a lock of 
the victim’s mother’s hair 
inside. 

Police later retrieved the 
watch from the glovebox of 
Dale’s car when they pulled 
him over. 

The 23-year-old pleaded 
guilty and was sentenced at 
Ipswich Crown Court on 
August 30. 

He was also ordered to pay 
a £120 victim surcharge. 

Lindsay Cox, mitigating, 
said that Dale had been 
drinking at the time of the 
burglary and denied 
demanding money from the 
victims.

“It isn’t a diet and it doesn’t 
feel like a diet - it’s a way of 
life.” 

Jo and her family have 
swapped frozen food and 
takeaways for fresh ingredi¬ 
ents and lean meat - and the 
mum only has 13lbs to go 
until she’s hit her target. 

The 28-year-old had previ¬ 
ously lost weight on the 
plan, but committed to it 100 
per cent this time around. 

She said: “I had had enough 
of being big and nothing fit¬ 
ting, and I wanted to change 
for my kids.” 

Rebecca, 33, made a 
change after spending her 
teenage years hiding food at 
the back of her wardrobe. 

The 33-year-old, of Stephen 
Close, Haverhill, said she 
had “eyes bigger than her 
belly” and used to gorge on 
huge portions to satisfy 
hunger cravings. 

She said: “I always had 
food in my room because if 
no one saw me eat it, it didn’t 
count. 

“My portion sizes were just 
horrendous for 20 years.” 

Slimming World worked 
for Rebecca because she 
didn’t have to cut out her 
favourite foods - just eat 


them in moderation and 
make healthier choices. 

She lost 3st and lOlbs, 
dropping from a size 16/18 
to a size 8/10 - and now she 
loves to shop for clothes. 

She said: “My mum used to 
hate going shopping with 
me because I would always 
end up hysterical on the 
changing room floor as eve¬ 
rything looked horrible.” 

Charlie, 35, had a different 
motivation - and has lost 4st 
13.5lbs since February. 

She swapped a high-sugar 
diet for fruit, yoghurt and 
vegetables and recently took 
part in a 2k run held by her 
Slimming World Group. 

The 35-year-old has hailed 
the healthy eating plan as 
“stunningly easy” and 
something she would rec¬ 
ommend to anyone “in a 
heartbeat”. 

She said: “It’s been abso¬ 
lutely amazing and I am 
stunned by the whole thing. 
I’m slimmer than I was 
when I was 12 years old.” 

Charlie, of Highfields, 
Clare, took up Slimming 
World after planning to go 
on a dream holiday - she 
wanted some pictures to be 
proud of.

Fight for town’s 
streets continues

A RESIDENTS’ association is 
continuing the fight to improve 
the neighbourhood. 

The Keep It Clean and Safe 
(KICS) residents’ association in 
Haverhill has invited a seventh 
street, Clements Drive, to join 
the group. 

Clements Close, Old Clements 
Lane, Montfort Court, Bedford 
Court, Beaconsfield Court and 
Clayhive Drive are also part of 
KICS. 

Chairman Micka Guerit said 
that residents in the newest 
street addition have complained 
of vandalism and other prob¬ 
lems with young people in the 
area. 

She said: “I understand that 
they are suffering from a lot of 
anti-social behaviour from 
young people coming from the 
estate who are causing nuisance 
and damage to properties just 
for fun.”

Their initial good work inspired 
other streets to join up and deal 
with their own problems head 
on. 

Cllr Julian Flood, county coun¬ 
cillor for the Haverhill and 
Cangle ward, has recently been 
assisting the group in addressing 
issues with street lighting in the 
area. 

Micka said those living in 


Bedford Court want the lights 
kept on all through the night for 
safety reasons. 

The UKIP councillor, who was 
elected to the seat in May, is sup¬ 
porting the street’s efforts to stay 
safe and comfortable. 

Cllr Flood said: “What I’m try¬ 
ing to help with at the moment 
seems almost impossible. 

“It sounds simple - it isn’t. But 
I’m sure we can find a compro¬ 
mise where the residents can 
one day control their own lights.” 

KICS is hoping to spread more 
awareness and urge others to 
respect the streets by organising 
a littler pick, to be held on 
October 6 from 2pm. 

Micka said: “We would also like 
to point out to all those teenag¬ 
ers coming from the estate that it 
is their own area that they are 
turning into a tip.”

Dennis the 

Menace 


‘YOU’RE talking to a guy who owns 17 kitchens. How crazy 
is that? How stupid is that? That means you’ve got to have 
17 toasters and I insist that all the toasters are the same, I 
don’t know why - and all the coffee machines.” 

I've caught Felix Dennis on a rather polite morning. 
Instead of launching into a drunken tirade fuelled by a 
jumbled blur of memory, anecdote and fiction (he recently 
had to retract a statement he made to a journalist, saying 
he'd killed someone), we're discussing the finer points of 
OCD home ownership, and sadly, on my end of the phone 
at least, there is no wine involved whatsoever. 

The 66-year-old publishing magnate (owner of Dennis 
Publishing), forest restorer, wine expert and - in his most 
recent reinvention - poet, is on holiday at his home in 
Mustique, (where his neighbour is Mick Jagger), and is 
quick to admit: "I'm one of those people who lives more 
lives than one." 

In a monstrous career spanning decades of digital change 
with free love on the side, Dennis was the first person to 
say the c word on national television (while squirting a 
water pistol at David Frost), pre-empted the dotcom boom 
by starting a stack of cash-churning computer magazines, 
and played a major part in the Oz obscenity trials in the 
1960s. 

Dennis is the king of anecdotes: he falls into them easily, 
a store of barmy, drink-and-drug-addled tales ready and 
waiting to just leap off his tongue, accompanied by a wry, 
hacking cough. You end up wondering just how much to 
believe, but that doesn't stop him being wildly entertaining. 

I suggest his view of the world is quite bleak. "I am a 
bit bleak," he barks back merrily. "You're born, you live, 
you stave off boredom and then you die. You don't get to 
choose to be born, you usually don't get to choose when 
you die and you don't get to choose all that much in the 
middle!" 

His middle bit has been more spectacular than most. "I've

earned huge sums of money, I've had a huge amount of fun 
in my life, I've spent like a drunken sailor, and just done the 
most crazy things you can imagine," he says, hints of pride 
and bemusement in his tone. 

"On drugs and sex and wine and rock 'n' roll and 
women!" he yells when I ask if it's true he spent £100 
million during his 'lost decade'. "I was so far out of it," 
he laughs wheezily. "I was just crazy, I'd literally go into a 
nightclub and spend 20, 30,000 quid, so I was mad, I was 
barking mad at the time, but I'm sure I had a helluva good 
time." 

And now he's a poet, and a bestselling one at that. His 
seventh book of verse, Love , Of A Kind , was released 
earlier this year, and the book jacket is smothered 
with praise from the likes of Stephen Fry and Sir Paul 
McCartney. "People seem to like it a lot," he says matter- 
of-factly, never one to indulge in modesty, and can't help 
slipping into the lothario version of himself. "I have to say, 
especially the ladies - I've received a fantastic number of 
letters." 

Love , Of A Kind was the name of the poem Dennis was 
writing as his doctor confirmed he had throat cancer - his 
most recent brush with death. He has previously survived 
Concorde going down, Legionnaires' disease and that 'lost 
decade', so you can see why he can say without doubt: "I 
think I was born lucky."

Old-school Bard 



SHAKESPEARE'S Globe will be touring the 
three Henry VI plays under their original 
titles - Harry the Sixth , The Houses of 
York & Lancaster and The True Tragedy 
of the Duke of York to Cambridge this 
autumn, as part of a large national tour 
that also takes in open air performances 
at Wars of the Roses battlefields. 

The Henry VI plays begin with the 
death of Henry V and together chart the 
entirety of his son's turbulent reign. They 
encompass the stories of Joan of Arc, who 
is burnt at the stake at the end of Harry 
the Sixth, and Jack Cade, whose short¬ 
lived peasant rebellion is depicted in The 
Houses of York & Lancaster. 

Yet at the heart of all three plays is 
the lethal struggle between York and 
Lancaster. The black comedy that 
builds with each reversal of power in 
The True Tragedy of the Duke of York 
ultimately sets the stage for the ascent of 
Shakespeare's demonic Richard III.

About Time (I2A, 123 mins) 

ALL good things must come to 
an end. 

As a writer and more recently 
a director, Richard Curtis 
has warmed the cockles of 
the nation's heart with his 
rose-tinted romantic comedies 
that suggest every bumbling, 
accident-prone Englishman 
gets the impossibly beautiful 
girl with a combination of 
expletives, dry humour and 
good fortune. 

Our love affair with Curtis 
started in 1994 with Four 
Wedding & A Funeral, 
which earned him an Oscar 
nomination for his screenplay, 
and has continued unabated 
through Bean, Notting Hill, 
Bridget Jones's Diary, Love 
Actually and various sequels. 

About Time is purportedly 
his final film (as director - 
he'll carry on writing) and 
it is a fittingly amusing and 
heartbreaking swansong. 

Set largely in London with 
occasional forays to the 
picturesque Cornish coast, this 
bittersweet romcom concerns 
not only saying goodbye to 
the people you love, but also 
bidding farewell to childhood 
and the safety net of a parent's 
guiding hand. 

Admittedly, Curtis is guilty 
of old habits. His characters 
are almost exclusively white, 
upper middle class, and seem 
to be able to afford sizeable 
properties in the capital 
despite modest salaries. But 
once you accept that realism 
is a distant stranger to certain 


elements of the writing, About 
Time casts a heady spell. 

Shortly after he turns 21, nice 
guy Tim (Domhnall Gleeson) 
is ushered into the office of 
his father (Bill Nighy) for a 
revealing heart-to-heart. 

He reveals that Tim harks 
from a long line of male time 
travellers, who can go back 
along their own timeline to 
correct past mistakes and 
relive fond memories. 

Sure enough, Tim is able to 
skip back through his personal 
history. 

The young man begins to 
master this new skill, which 


comes in very handy when he 
crosses paths with an insecure 
beauty called Mary (Rachel 
McAdams) and bungles their 
first meeting. 

With the benefit of time 
travel, Tim corrects wrinkles in 
the relationship and romance 
blossoms. However, every 
correction risks ripples through 
time and Tim gradually 
learns that there are some 
imperfections which must 
never be smoothed. 

About Time is a treat. But 
keep plenty of handkerchiefs 
about your person - the final 
15 minutes will wring you dry.

Forcing bulbs for 
the festive season 


BARELY have you started to plant your spring¬ 
flowering bulbs, and it's already time to think 
about the winter and how to replicate these blooms 
indoors, without spending a fortune. 

The answer is to 'force' bulbs into flower, that is 
give them assistance to bloom far earlier indoors 
than they would normally 
outside. 

Garden centres should 
now be stocking up on bulbs 
which are sold specifically for 
forcing, which may include 
fragrant hyacinths, large- 
flowered crocus, hippeastrums, 
miniature daffodils and a few 
tulips, which should be marked 
'prepared' in the shop. 

By growing bulbs indoors, 
in a warmer atmosphere than 
they are accustomed to in 
the garden, for all or part of 
their growing season, they'll grow more quickly 
and flower earlier than they would otherwise. 
However, if you bring them on too quickly, they 
may fail. 

You can use any type of pot because indoor 
bulbs can manage without drainage as they are 
being grown for such a short time, provided the 
container holds enough compost to accommodate 


the bulbs. It's worth spreading a layer of gravel at 
the bottom of the pot to help drainage. 

For best results go for bulb fibre when growing 
bulbs in containers with no drainage, as it has 
plenty of air space and often contains added 
charcoal which keeps the compost fresh, even 
if it becomes too moist. 
Alternatively, you can use multi¬ 
purpose compost. 

Prepared hyacinths are the 
most popular bulbs for forcing 
and generally go on sale at the 
beginning of September, after 
being given a couple of weeks 
of cold treatment to make them 
think they've gone through 
winter. 

Whatever you do, don't leave 
'prepared' bulbs for a few weeks 
in a warm environment before 
planting, or they will lose the 
cold effect they were given initially. Instead, store 
them in a cool, dark place and plant them by the 
middle of September if you want them to flower by 
Christmas. 

For the best effect, plant bulbs of the same 
colour together. They should be planted close 
together on top of a depth of at least 6cm of 
compost, so they are not quite touching one 


another. Then fill the bowl to just below the 
rim with compost, so their growing tips are 
just sticking out above the surface. Don't firm 
the bulb fibre down or it may hinder the root 
system establishing quickly. Make sure you don't 
overwater them, just water the compost lightly. 

Place the container in a cool, dark place such as 
the shed or a closed cupboard in a cold room for 
10-14 weeks, to encourage the flowering stems 
to develop before the leaves. It also enables the 
root system to become well-established. If the 
bulb fibre becomes dry at any time, water carefully 
between the bulbs. 

Don't hurry them because insufficient time in the 
dark will result in stunted flowers or failure. When 
the leaf shoots are around 1-2in (4-5cm) high, 
move the container into a cool, light room. The 
flower buds which you can see between the tips of 
the leaves should just be starting to show signs of 
colour. If you remove the bulbs too early the leaves 
will grow too quickly and will obscure the flowers 

If you want to delay flowering, put the bulbs 
outside in a sheltered position so the flowers 
develop more slowly, then move them inside, but 
not near a radiator. 

Paperwhite narcissi and other dwarf narcissi 
may be given a cold preparation prior to sale 
and should be stored in a cold, dark place and 
then planted every couple of weeks from mid- 



September onwards to give you a succession of 
blooms from November to January. All other 
narcissi apart from paperwhites should have 
around 17 weeks of cold before being brought 
indoors to flower, planting them as you would 
hyacinths.
